The Vorking Committee of the Ministecs of the Interior of the Laender, 
Sub-Committee II, Public Safety and Order, at its meeting in Konstanz on 18-19 
September 1950, came to the following conclusions, which they herewith submit 
as recommendations to the Minictors cf the Interior end Senators of the 
Laender: 


1. According to rerujations in effect in the territory of the Gernan 
Federal Republic, the police ave cherged with maintaining domestic public 
safety and crder. For ¢efense againes dangers wiich threaten from without, other 
arrangements, differing materially in organization, mission and in choice of means 
from those of the police, are required. 


This difference has resently seen insufficiently recognized in offieiel 
ammouncements, as well ag in tne press and _watilos and has in many cases led 
to unjustified criticism of the polive in the Laendey. 


20 According to the Bonn Basic Lay, the police pover is in the hands 
of the Laender, The manner in which the Federation is granted authority in 
this field under exceptional circunstances is, for the time being, definitively 
regulated by the Basic Laz, In case of imminent danger to the free, democratic 
basic order of a Land, it is first the job of the Land itself to put dow the 
emergency, and it may call om the police forces of another Land to help in so 
doing. These same provisions apply also in the case of imminent danger to the 
existence of the Federation (Art. 91, paragraph 1, Basic Law). 


in case a Land does not fulfill these duties imposed on it by the 


Basie Law or is not in a position to *ultill then, the Basic Law pives the 
Federation the follovring rights: 
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a) “he Beaders? HOVeLIIGht may sendvorceensanives to cneels on the 
situation, and -ricth the sernission of the Land vovernment or of the 
Dundesrat, they may also check -vith subordinate (Land) acencies (Art. 
8h oavarpranh 3, Basic Law).
